KOOTKNA Y RAILWA Y. 

We Iciun from (Ottawa that the Kooteuay 
Railway Act bus passed tho second reading 
in tho hoUHO of commons. This is an act 
to authorize the constriictiou of a railway 
from some point on the Northern rncitio 
lino in Idaho or Washington Territory to 
tho C. I', li. lino. As a railway extending 
beyond tho limita of tho province it is a 
matter with which the Uominion parliament 
is concerned. To roach tho objective point 
at Farwcll, to which place any proposed 
railway must come, the line may either run 
Hi; the ('(dimibia rivcu' valley, or take 0^, 
Kootenay lake and Lardo river route, both 
of which are lu-lieved to he very .suitable 
for railway construction— the hitter route 
being the .shorter. In either case the length 
of the line within the province will bo about 
200 miles. The construction of this jn-o- 
j)osed line, which will:C0U8O ftll oxpeiuiituro 
of prohahly thrioo tho eostof the Island 
railway, is tho largest projected work in tho 
province after tho oomplotiou of the C. P . 



railway. If the Kootenay lake route be 
adopted, as ia poaaiblo, the promising silver 
region there will be brought within CO or 70 
mites of tho Farwell entrepot, with. tho 
cfTect of increasing largely tho commorco 
of tho province. The esteuaiou into the 
United States will open au unlimited mar; 
kel for our Colnuibia river timber and lum- 
ber in addition to the murk«t in Canadian 
territory east of the liocky Jlouutaius 
which the C. V. W. is now c'lM-niii^'. Th.- 
iiiliu-ral and luiiiber tratlic on tie- prii[iosi-d 
line, it is believed, will be very impurluiit. 
This presuppo.-i.'K a gi<-at (lo\ i lopnituit of 
tliesi! iirovineial iiidiisti ics in Ihi.' Kouti-nay 
district, a prolialuluy ol wlueh the pro- 
moters of the above railway must have good 
assurance, aud which the directors of the 

0. 1'. U., for their part, already have said 
they expect. It is essential to that de- 
velopment that we should have access to i x- 
ternal markets in every direotion, for natural 
])roduot8 which now lie waste, but will iu- 
creiuso in value in proportion to the lueans 
of export to places where they are wauled.

His diuccBo of ViMicouvor Island and 
Alaska contains 70,1)00 Indians and aeveral 
thousand white puriiuiia. Tho tlreek or 
Rusaiau church has six priests and the 
same number of churches iu Alaska, and 
thu protcstaut churches have two luiasiuns 

- uiio at W'ranglo and tho other at .Sirk.i: 
the former with a largo achool atlaeheil. 

Wilh the mmiey he will e.'llect the areli 
bialioi) will build churches and sclmols, 
and has strong hopes of dniug great L.'ood 
among tho n.itive population of that sec - 
tion of ttio United States. Ho haa a h,i- 
tive Indian studying for the priesthood at 
tiec^i-gehood (.'oUogo, Washington.

Thu Yu- 
kon river, tlie principal river nf 
AliLska, is .'i.llllO iiiiirs in leugthand is three 
wide at a distau.:,i ..f llilO iiiil.-s from its 
mouth. It fre,-/es about the lOlliof H.- 
totier and remains frozen lllllil the llliddln 
of M.iy, the ice being Iroiii seven to eight 
ti'et in thickness. When the ii^e bri'iiks up 
in the siiring the sight is indesrribalily 
Tieiiiitidil. 'riie arcbbiHbiip was the first 
|iriest to visit the western coast of Viin- 
eoiiver's island, which he did in INfiO, un- 
der Ih.' fcillowillg eireiinistanees : .\n .\iiiei i- 
caii bark was wreidted on the coast near an 
Indian vill.igo, and tho iuhal>itaiitH looted 
the ship and hilled tho uailora. A uiau-of- 
war was sent to tho village to demand antis- 
faetioii, and two men were sni/.eil, brought 
to Victoria, tho enpitaluf Vancouver island, 
triiMl for the criniu and sciitenei'd to death, 
the senteiii'i! to b.' ex.ciUcd nt the viUa^n 
where the erinie ocenrred. 1 le visited the 
ludiaus ill ]iririiin, pri'iiared Ihi-iii for lia|i- 
tiKm, and returned with thi'iii when tlo'y 
went to exeiuitiou. While niioii the seafl'nld, 
with all the village gathered aronud, In- 
took riceasion to give them their first 
sermon on Christiauity, and subseijuent- 
ly oRtablislied a luiBSiou cLiireh iu 
that place. Tho Indiaiis are terribly 
addicted to drink, and when li(|iior can he 
obtained the entire village, nitni, womoii 
and children, gets beaatly drunk. The 
inisniouarins aro forced, therefore, to he 
vory strict in koopiiig liquor away from 
them. In Alaska, however, many of tlio 
tribes will not touch liquor, and their 
conversion is now easy. .UnsUa ahnunds 
ill wild animals, boars, wolves, etc., all 
with remarkably hm;,' and thick fur. 
There aro forests of ceil.ir and salnmu 
tisherii-s, bill the character of tho soil 
dues lint oncmirago the hope that precious 
iiietala u.xist to any extent. I'lnrft are 
two churches and four priests at Victoria, 
the cathedral being a framo building 
■JOxSO feet. In traveling amnng oven the 
most savage tribes, where there is no 
law and murders aro of frequent eeciir- 
encu, tho archbishop was never inoh'stud, 
but always treated with respect, Indians 
coming aa far as 1,0U0 milus to visit him. 
Once (Christianized, tho Indian becomes 
very cpiiot and peaceable, and tho wara 
which aro constantly going on oenBO. 
Tho. archbishop closed bulli his sorm ins 
by strong uppe.-.la t" his auditors to cnii - 
t ribuli! liberally to tho support of mis- 
sions in his distant diocese.
